Lessee May Have Three Years Mere 
and Governor ends Special Mes­ 
sage nil Matter.

Feb. IO.—I ii a .special 
message to the legislature today the 
governor called attention that recent­ 
ly more than 2,000 leases of Okla­ 
homa public lands had expired and 
were being pressed for renewal tin­ 
der the terms of the state Naw, which 
gives the lessee an option of three 
years additional. 
It is explained that 
the last appraisement made by the 
Territorial Board for the purpose of 
valuing for lease “had been conduct­ 
ed without careful consideration, and 
apparently in a great hurry.” In some 
counties the valuation was reduced 
25 per cent, wereas in Caddo and 
Greer counties it was increased 200 
per cent. 
The governor recommends an act 
extending the leases until January, 
1909# in all cases where an exten­ 
sion be at a uniform advance of 25 
per cent over the last appraisement 
and the lessee’s preference right lie 
nor disturbed by such extension. The 
governor states that delay in giving 
the proper law w ill be embarrassing to 
the lessees and expensive to the stat**. 
In the house today final passage was 
secured upon the bill by Mr. Ellis and 
Mr. Durham against legislative lob­ 
bying and naming a penalty in cases 
where persons lobby secretly around 
and legislative 1»ody; and upon the 
bill by Mr. Rainey providing for the 
examination of records and books of 
* Puhi ic serv ice con wait ions by the 
corporation commission and for a pen­ 
alty for officers who refuse to permit 
them to be examined or who destr oy 
or mutilate any of the records to pre­ 
vent scrutiny by the state. In the pas­ 
sage of this hill, Mr. Jones o f-Oklaho­ 
ma City asked how Oklahoma would 
be able to get to the offices of a com­ 
pany operating here, but the records 
of which were in another state, and 
Mr. Medal la referred him to rh** Wa­ 
ters Pierce case in Texas, 
whereby 
through a process of the court that 
company’s records were taken fher*» 
from St. Louis. 
With the exception of the rates of 
inspection, the house reported for fin­ 
al passage the bill by Mr. Whitehurst 
and Mr. Murray providing for the in­ 
spection and managemem of hotels 
and lodging houses.

Messrs. Holland and Norvelle, concur­ 
rent resolution memnra tiffing congress 
for the improvement of the Arkansas 
river; by Mr. Harrison of Hughes, pro­ 
viding that every physician registered 
tinder Oklahoma laws be allowed to 
register as a pharmacist without ad­ 
ditional cost; by Mr. Durant, making 
it unlawful for a person or association 
to maintain a school where both white 
and negro pupils receive instruction. 
The senate passed finally the bill 
by Senator Williams regulating opto­ 
metry. and recommended for passage 
the bill by Senator Red wine for the 
protection of miners and fixing the 
duties of the state mine inspector. The 


bill is of alHuit fifty printed pages 
and names a complete code for the 
state department of mines and mining. 
It has the indorsement of the United 
Mine Workers of Oklahoma, Arkansas^ 
and Texas. By the wording of the last * 
sect lo. 
of the bill the federal min-^ 
ing law-, adopted by terms of the con­ 
stitution, was explicitly repealed, but, 
realizing that such was not a func­ 
tion of the state legislature, it was 
amended so that the federal law would 
'no longer be applicable.” 
New measures in the senate were by 
Senator Davis, appropriating $104,310 
for the Oklahoma educational institu­ 
tions. and by Senator Thomas, provid­ 
ing for the appointment, 
of 
special 
election commissioners to supervise 
elections for locations of county seats 
and providing that when 20 per cent 
of the voters petition the governor he 
shall call an election within not less 
than sixty nor more than seventy days 
thereof. 
Unfavorable committee reports were 
nude in the senate upon the bill by 
Senator Age*- for county auditors, and 
the concurrent resolution by Senator 
Taylor memorializing congress not to

Guthrie, Ok., Feb. IO.—A suit to test 
the legality of the state guaranty de- 
(xjsit banking law, commenced today 
by H. F. Ellinger, president of the 
Noble County State Bank of Perry, 
through attorneys, seeks to enjoin the 
State Banking Board from levying the 
assessment of I per cent on the aver­ 
age daily deposits in Mr. Ellinger’s 
bank to create the guaranty fund. 
Lawyers in the ca«e say the law’ is 
unconstitutional, in that it taxes one 
person for the benefit, of another and 
takes aw’ay a man’s property with out 
due process in violation of both the 
state and federal constitutions.
